A Though t lor German and Irish 
Citizens. 


The Philadelphia Age fairly draws two 
sides of a picture which it would be well 
for our German and Irish citizens to con- 
template. The Germans of the great West 
are already nobly liberating themselves 
from Radical misrule and party chicanery, 
and are demanding their rights as white 
men in a free country, and our naturalized 
citizens in the South will not be slow in 
following their example. 

The Radicals have repudiated the Ger- 
mans and Irish and taken negroes to their 
arms, and thus the line is fairly drawn.

The Washington Chronicle and 
Governor Bullock. 


For the edification of the organ, we re- 
produce a neat, well-executed summary of 
the part played in the Georgia matter by 
the Washington Chronicle. As it comes 
from high Radical authority, the Chicago 
Tribune, the most influential Republican 
journal in the great Northwest, we hope 
it won't hurt the organ’s feelings,and doubt 
not that its political orthodoxy will be 
wimitted. No heretical Democratl Ku- 
Klux fathers this tidy and taking synopsis 
of the matter. It is no political bastard, 
but is legitimate in the highest degree: 

This is the exhibit made by the testi 
mony. ‘The inference is that the Chronicle 
was to manufacture public N Jor Gov- 
ernor Bullock, and to be paidfortt. The at- 
tempt to patch up an account for work done, 
to cover the amount of money drawn from 
the Georgians, was a weak device, and it 
fuiled at the first question. Forney’s refusal 
to show his books; his previous prepara- 
tion of astatement purporting to bea faith- 
tul copy; the enforced production of the 
hooks, and the disclosure of their altera- 
tion, exhibit a state of facts utter ly dis- 
graceful to journalism. In the light ot these 
disclosures, the thrilling editorials pointing 
out the masterly statesmanship, logical 
force, and the pure Kepublicanism of the 
apeeches which were published at 25 cents 
a line, were very flat in the first place, and 
must now seem still more so to the Senae 
tors whose speeches were thus presented. 
The unusual patriotism of the Chronicle in 
the matter of the Georgia Lill; the fervid zeal 
it exhibited in protecting the rights and in- 
terests of the loyal people of that State; the 
burning eloquence with which it annihilated 
the Edmundses, the Carpenters, the Trum- 
bulls, and the Ferrys,it now appears cost 
25450 cents per line, or in all 83.508 50. 

But that is not the worst of it. The al- 
teration of the books, and the preparation 
of false statements, show that Mr. Forney 
was ashamed of what he had done, and 
sought to conceal the facts. He must have 
known. when he was summoned before the 
committee, that he would be required to 
tell what he got the money for. Being re- 
quired to tell that he had charged Governor 
Bullock for printing the speeches of Sena- 
tors Morton and Thayer, and Representa- 
tives Whittemore, Butler, etc., it was a 
plece of gratuitous folly to make false en- 
tries in his books, for it could make no dif- 
ference, sofar as the principle was con- 
cerned, whether he charged twenty-five 
cents or twenty-five dollars a line. Prob- 
ably the committee and the public would 
have entertained more respect for him it he 
iad told them openly that he had charged 
the latter price.

In her waking moments she 
speaks both pleasantly and intelligently, 
answers promptly any questions asked 
her, and appears quite happy and content-

Food for Farmers. 


The New England Farmer gives the fol- 
lowing as a remedy for film on an animal’s 
eye: Pound and rub alum into a powder, 
making it as fine as flour. Filla common 
goose quill partly full with it, and from that 
blow it into the eye. But if the eye is 
bruised by a blow, that is another matter, 
and the alum would probably do no good. 


SUBSTITUTE FOR Manurzg.—The follow- 
ing recipe for raising potatoes is worth 
the price of any paper fur one year to a 
farmer who is short of manure. It is as 
good as the super-phosphate of lime, and 
will not cost half as much. It has been 
tried two yeara, and is good on dry land: 
Take one cask of lime and slake it with 
water, and then stir in one bushel fine salt, 
and then mix in loam or ashes enough that 
it will not become mortar; it will make 
about five barrels. Put half a pint in a hill 
at planting. All manures containing pot- 
ash are particularly suitable forthe potato. 
Ashes contain more than any other natu- 
ral fertilizer, and should be freely used and 
carefully saved. Any farmer seeing the 
analysis of the ashes of potatoes can readi- 
ly imagine what fertilizers produce the 
greatest effect, and what the plant most 
needs. 
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About Railroads. 
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The surveyors of the Chicago, Danville 
and Vincennes railroad have finally com- 
pleted the location of that road. 

The Western Union road has concluded, 
under certain contingencies, to construct a 
bridge across the Mississippi at Savanna to 
Sabula, so that trains can go from Dubuque 
to Milwaukee without change of cars. 

Track is laid on the St. Louis and In- 
dianapolis Railroad a distance of ten miles 
east of Greencastle, and about two miles 
east of Danville, leaving a gap of only 
about seven miles remaining to complete 
the road from the former place to Indian- 
apolis. 

It is said that the railroad lobbyists in 
Washington have not less than 10,000,000 
of acres of the public lands in chancery, 
and 1 them if their scheme can 
be crowded through Congress; and this 
exclusive of grants to States for education- 
al and other purposes. The estimate is a 
moderate one. 

The commission of Russian engineers 
whe lately visited England for the purpose 
of seeing Mr. Fairlie’s narrow-gauge rail- 
way plan, and the Festining railway where 
his engines are at work, have, according to 
the Iron and Coal Trades Review, reported 
strongly in favor of the system. They re- 
commend it to be adopted for a portion of 
the railway between St. Petersburgh and 
Moscow, and estimate the cost of construc- 
tion at about £4,500 per mile. 

The New York Central Railroad has, 
among its other appointments for public 
convenience, a special car designed for 
the transportation of valuable horses. Its 
interior is divided into two box-stalis, 
fixed up with all the appointments neces- 
sary to complete equine luxury. This car 
is attached Only to express trains for the 
accommodation of horsemen able to pay 
for the safe and speedy transportation of 
their pets.

We 
saw several gentlemen and ladies, blind fer four 
or five years, who could now sce pretty well, and 
were in fine spirits, They spoke very highly of 
Dr. Hootea, and entertained for him feclings of 
sratitude, such as those only, who have been 
blind, cam feel toward the person who restores 
their sight. 

Four weeks ago, a lady and her son came from 
Alabama to the Infirmary perfectly blind, and 
had been so for several years. Yesterday they re- 
turned to their homes rejoicing, their sight re- 
stored, not a vestige of disease jeft, and cach hav- 
ing beautiful clear eyes. 

We were specially intercsted in the ladies. 
They seemed so cheerful and happy, although 
some were severely afMiicted. All had perfect 
confidence in the skiliof the Doctor to cure them. 

One beautiful young lady, residing near Dal- 
ton, returns home to-day, her eyes nearly restored 
to their original beauty and brilliance. 

Dr. Mooten informs us that he can treat one 
hundred patients per hour. We saw him treat 
forty in a short time. The treatment is simple 
and rapid--the application of a liquid to the eye 
evith a small brush brought across it twice. 

The Doctor aleo informed us that his patients 
had their own preaching, furnishi: g their own 
preacher and congregation. They also have 
u prayer meeting every night. Among the pa- 
ticnts are some excellent musicians, ladies and 
gentiomen, who while away the weary hours with 
the concord of sweet sounds 

The Infirmary will well repay a visit to it, and 
our citizens will find Dr. Hooten and his patients 
sociable and entertaining.
